reading of P 6 may have come from the Vaticanus or similar MSS, and not vice 
versa. The same thing is still truer of P 7 . 

As is to be expected of an English book printed in Germany, the misprints 
are very numerous. There are three large folding plates, giving an interesting 
series of reproductions from various MSS.
